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The  Mounties  opened  the  season  by 
dropping  the  first  game  to  Anderson 
on  the  home  court  by  a  69-68  margin. 
The  deciding  point  came  with  four 
seconds  remaining  in  the  game.  The 
Mounties  then  traveled  to  Wingate 
where  they  were  defeated  for  the  sec- 
ond time  in  a  row. 
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The  team  made  a  short  trip  to 
Florida  for  two  games.  The  first  game 
was  lost  to  Pensacola  by  a  76-58 
margin.  For  their  last  Florida  game, 
the  Mounties  traveled  to  Chipola 
Junior  College.  Chipola,  being  na- 
tionally ranked  among  junior  colleges, 
defeated  the  Mounties  110-60.  On  re- 
turning to  the  home  court,  the 
Mounties  rolled  to  their  first  confer- 
ence victory  by  defeating  Lees  Mc- 
Rae.  The  Mounties  then  gained  their 
second  conference  victory  by  defeat- 
ing Brevard  85-84  in  overtime. 


For  the  third  game  of  the  season, 
the  Mounties  journeyed  to  U.S.C. 
where  they  were  defeated  by  a  94-76 
margin.  On  returning  to  Mounty  Hall, 
the  Mounties  took  their  first  win  of 
the  season  by  defeating  the  Clemson 
Cubs  93-73. 
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The  Mounties  traveled  to  Clemson 
where  they  met  a  stunning  defeat  by 
a  much  improved  Clemson  team. 
Wingate  then  came  to  North  Green- 
ville for  an  important  conference 
game.  The  Mounties  led  at  half  time, 
but  lost  the  game  in  the  closing  min- 
utes. By  defeating  Spartanburg,  then 
the  Mounties  gained  conference  win 
number  three.  The  Mounties  then 
journeyed  to  Charlotte  where  they 
defeated  Kings,  led  by  Mike  Davis 
with  44  points.  In  the  next  game, 
the  Mounties  defeated  Gardner-Webb 
77-76. 
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With  the  end  of  the  regular  season 
nearing,  the  Mounties  showed  more 
stamina  and  desire  than  in  the  first 
games.  They  showed  this  by  defeat- 
ing the  U.S.C.  Frosh  by  a  92-91  mar- 
gin; up  to  this  time,  U.S.C.  had  lost 


only  one  game.  For  the  next  game, 
the  Mounties  sui-passed  the  one 
hundred  point  margin  by  defeating 
Kings  by  120-96.  This  was  the  final 
home  game  for  sophomores  Mike 
Davis  and  Bill  Sloan.
